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REPORT    OF   HEALTH    OFFICER 


The  year  past  has  hccn  quite  free  from  contat^ious 
diseases,  with  only  two  cases  of  diptheria  and  three 
cases  of  measles  reported. 

There  ma\"  have  been  other  cases,  but  if  so  no  notice 
has  been  received. 

All  cases  should  be  reported,  so  that  adecpiate  means 
can  be  taken  to  ])re\'ent  the  sj^read  of  such  diseases. 

Do  not  nej4"lect  vaccination,  see  to  it  that  children  are 
properly  attended  to  before  enterinu^  school,  as  a  safe- 
<Tfuard  to  them  and  also  to  the  general  ])ublic.  There 
has  been  considerable  smallpox  in  nearby  states  the 
j)ast  \ear.  and  no  one  knows  in  these  days  of  tra\el 
when  a  case  may  reach  our  community,  so  be  on  the 
safe   side. 

It  sh(»uld  not  be  necessary  to  say  an\thin<^  about  a 
^(H)(\  spring'-  clean-up.  but  it  will  do  no  harm  to  call  at- 
tention to  it.  so  as  soon  as  possible  after  sprinj;"  ()j)ens, 
clean   u|).  especially   all  breeding  places  of  fbes. 

There  has  been  a  ^reat  deal  of  carelessness  in  ret^ard 
to  dum])inq'  offensiNe  matter  at  the  dumi)inij  L^round. 

The  dum|)inj:(  of  decayed  or  decay ingf  matter,  be  it 
vegetable  or  animal  must  not  be  practiced.     This  matter 
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together  with   anything  that   can   be   burned   should   be 
either  burned   or  buried. 

Burn  waste  paper  instead  of  throwing  it  on  the  dump. 

Our  nurse  has  done  fine  w  ork  this  year  and  I  sincerely 
hope  the  town  will  make  an  appropriation  for  a  contin- 
uance of  the  same.  Am  glad  to  say  that  the  health 
department  has  been  able  to  keep  within  the  appropri- 
ation this  year.

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REPORT    OF    CHAIRMAN    OF    NURSING 
COMMITTEE 

To  the  selectmen  and  citizens  of  the  Town  of  Hinsdale  : 

This  is  the  closing  of  the  third  year  of  Red  Cross 
niirsing^.  Miss  M.  J.  l>arron  having"  been  your  nurse 
since  November.  1921.  Without  a  doubt  we  never 
would  be  willing  to  go  back  to  the  old  condition  of 
being  \vilhout  a  nurse. 

At  the  April  meeting  of  the  Executive  Board  it  was 
voted  to  increase  the  nurse's  salary  to  $125  per  month 
commencing  May.   1922. 

During  the  month  of  May  over  100  children  in  the 
grades  who  had  not  ])rc\'i()usly  had  measles  were  at- 
tended to  by  the  nurse  and  therefore  needed  less  medical 
attention. 

On  July  2.^  fnc  children  were  taken  to  Franklin 
("(.unty  Hospital  al  (ireenficld.  Mass..  accom])anied  by 
the  nurse  and  local  physician,  wiicrc  tlicy  were  operated 
upon  by  a  Doctor  from  Springfield.  Mass.  for  tonsils 
and  a<lenoids.  These  children  were  brouglit  home  the 
following  day. 

Jennie  liishop  who  had  infantile  f)aralysis  when  two 
years  of  age  and  now  seven  years  old  has  been  taken  to 
Boston  to  the  Children's  IIos])ital  four  times  by  the 
nurse  and  is  now  wearing  a  jacket  which  she  had  made 
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November  4.      Every   one   should    be   interested   in   her 
improvement. 

Nearly  1000  bedside  visits  have  been  made  this  past 
year.  How  many  have  said,  "I  little  thought,  until  I 
had  occasion  to  call  the  nurse,  how  much  comfort  she 
could  give  a  patient  in  the  short  time  she  stayed.  Really, 
she  could  do  more  in  one-half  hour  than  I  could  do  in 
a  whole  forenoon." 

Dr.  Lachaine  and  the  nurse  have  inspected  pupils  in 
the  Bridge  St.  School  and  Chestnut  Hill.  The  pupils  in 
the  lower  grades  are  still  enjoying  milk  served  at  the 
morning  recess.

The   total    circulation    of   books   for   tlic  year   of    1922, 

had  the  library  not  been  closed  l)ecause  of  the  fire  would 

have  nearly  equaled  that  of  the  previous  year.     This  is 
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a  very  large  circulation  in  proportion  to  the  population, 
and  a  fact  of  which  the  town  may  well  be  pround,  as  it 
averages  approximately  ten  books  a  year  to  every  person 
in  Hinsdale. 

The  circulation  of  juvenile  books  exceeds  that  of  the 
previous  year  by  596,  more  than  115  of  which  are  non- 
fiction.  This  increase  in  the  use  of  children's  books  is 
very  gratifying,  and  is  due  largely  to  the  interest  stimu- 
lated by  the  Vacation  Reading  Club  for  boys  and  girls. 

Of  the  30  pupils  who  have  joined  the  club,  19  com- 
pleted the  course  and  received  certificates,  a  total  of 
227  books  having  been  read.  Several  public  spirited 
citizens  assisted  the  trustees  and  librarian  in  giving  a 
very  enjoyable  picnic   to  these  young  people. 

The  Rainbow  Reading  Circle  for  adults  has  proved  to 
be  a  source  of  enjoyment,  and '  also  well  worth  while 
to  all  its  members,  though  owing  to  conditions  brought 
about  by  the  fire,  its  activities  have  been  temporarily 
supended. 

Good  Book  Week  was  observed  by  a  library  exhibit 
of  books  and  posters,  arranged  in  the  store  of  C.  A. 
Holland  &  Son.  This  gave  the  passerby  an  opportunity 
to  see  some  of  the  good  books  being  added  to  the  library, 
as  well  as  advertising  what  the  library  has  to  offer,  to 
the  many  who  do  not  patronize  it. 
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The  library  has  taken  advantage  of  the  plan  of  inter- 
library  loans,  and  has  borrowed  books  from  the  N.  H. 
State  Library,  and  from  the  public  libraries  of  Keene, 
N.  H.  and  Brattleboro,  Vt. 

Several  books  have  been  rebound  at  the  National 
Library  Bindery  Company  in  Springfield,  Mass.,  and 
more  than  275  volumes  have  been  repaired  in  the  library. 

Of  the  books  presented,  several  beautifully  illustrated 
volumes  on  Japan,  were  given  by  the  late  Mrs.  P.  F. 
Amidon. 

Since  the  fire  of  Dec.  30th,  the  library  has  been  lo- 
cated in  the  basement  of  the  Baptist  Church. 

On  .September  1st,  Miss  Ellen  Brown,  who  has  been 
our  efficient  lil)rariaii  for  the  jjast  few  years,  resigned 
to  accept  the  i)osition  of  lii)rarian  at  Norwich  University, 
Northfield,  Vt.  The  vacancy  was  filled  by  Miss  Hilda 
Sawyer,  of  the  Springfield  City  Library  staff,  of  .Spring- 
field, Mass. 

P.y  the  will  of  Mrs.  1'.  \\  Amidon.  the  library  will 
receive  a  becjuest  of  $10,000.  the  income  of  which  is  to 
be  used  for  '*])ooks  of  reference,  or  books  of  similar 
nature  which  would  be-  especially  useful  in  the  educa- 
tion of  the  children  of  Hinsdale." 

Our  Hbrary  is  constantly  growing  in  its  usefulness 
from    \ear    to   vcar,   and    it    would    si-tMn    to    tlu-    trustees 
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and  public  who  are  familiar  with  its  demands,  that  some 
action  should  now  be  taken  to  provide  for  extra  room 
covering  its  need  for  a  period  of  years. 

The  Reading  Room  has  now  accommodations  for 
hardly  half  the  number  who,  at  times,  desire  to  take 
advantage  of  its  privileges. 

The  addition  of  books  can  be  taken  care  of  for  but  a 
very  few  years  in  advance,  and  if  our  library  is  to  con- 
tinue to  grow  and  meet  the  demands  made  upon  it, 
now  would  seem  to  be  the  time,  while  our  town  hall  is 
being  rebuilt,  to  make  these  changes.

Progress — Tn  line  with  the  larger  cities  and  towns  of 
the  country,  a  start  lias  heen  made  towards  the  estah- 
lishment  of  a  Junior  High  School.  Tlic  seventh  and 
eighth  grades  have  heen  mo\ed  to  the  High  School  huild- 
ing.  They  ha\e  heen  rerei\ing  departmental  training, 
or  in  other  words,  they  have  classes  with  five  teachers, 
instead  of  one  as  formerK.  While  insufficient  time  has 
elapsed  to  jndge  the  full  hcnehts  derived  hy  the  change, 
1   am   sure  thev   will   he   well    worth   the   added   expense. 

ImproNcuu'iiis  The  headmaster  hopes  the  citizens 
of  Hinsdale  will  give  the  School  I'oard  authorit\'  to 
change  the  science  lahoratory.  At  present  it  is  very 
poorly  arranged  and  there  is  a  lack  of  tahle  space  for 
the  pupils  to  work.  This  tends  to  confusion  and  makes 
the  hest  work  impfKssihIe.  The  lahoratory  periods  have 
tf»  he  divided  .so  each  pupil  gets  only  half  the  time  which 
he   .should    for   experiments    in    Physics    and    Che  nistry. 
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I  also  hope  we  may  have  another  teacher  in  the  Junior 
High  School  so  that  we  may  1)e  approved  by  the  State 
Department  of  Education  as  a  Junior  Senior  High 
School. 

The  headmaster  wishes  to  thank  all  those  who  have 
aided  him  and  his  teachers  in  the  school  work  of  Hins- 
dale.

The  Domestic  Arts  c(»iirsc  is  considered  one  of  tlie 
important  courses  in  the  elementary  and  secondary 
schools  today.  Tliis  course  aids  the  i^irls  in  the  voca- 
tion of  home-iuaking-. 

Sewiui^  is  l^e.e^un  in  the  fifth  q-rade,  and  the  g'irls  are 
taught  the  fundamental  stiches.  The  projects  for  this 
grade  are  holders,  bags,  needlebooks,  and  towels.  Soine 
of  the  sim])le  fancy  stitches,  as  blanket  stitch  and  out- 
line stitch,  are  taught.  Machine  stitching  is  taught  in 
the  sixth  grade  and  the  girls  make  underwear,  using 
commercial  ])atterns.  and  cooking  a])rons  for  the  next 
year.  Darning  and  patching  are  included  in  the  pro- 
jects of  both  \ears. 

Cooking  is  started  in  the  seventh  grade.  In  this 
course  the  girls  are  taught  how  to  cook  sim])le  and 
econoiuical  foods,  'i'he  subject  of  menu-making  is  dis- 
cussed, and  several  luncheons  are  served  during  the 
year.  The  \\(»rk  in  the  eighth  grade  begins  in  the  I'all 
with  j)rescrving.  More  difhcult  things  are  made  boih 
for  the  well  and  for  the  sick.  The  serxing  of  meals  is 
al.so  a  i)art  of  this  course.  Housekee])ing  is  consid('rc(l 
both  <if  these  years,  as  it  is  just  as  impoitant  for  a  girl  to 
know  how  t(»  wash  dishes,  sweep  and  du.st.  as  it  is  for 
her  to  know    how    to  cook. 
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This  year  the  course  in  Home  Nursing  and  Physi- 
ology is  given  in  both  the  freshman  and  sophomore 
classes.  This  is  to  prepare  the  girls  in  the  correct  ways 
of  caring  for  the  sick  and  convalescent.  It  also  familiar- 
izes the  girls  with  the  different  parts  and  functions  of 
the  body,  in  order  that  they  may  care  for  themselves 
and  others  more  intelligently.  Time  is  also  spent  in 
cooking  for  the  sick,  which  gives  the  pupils  experience 
in  preparing  and  serving  food  as  attractively  as  possible. 

The  course  in  Household  Organization  given  in  the 
third  year  involves  getting  the  home  planned  and  or- 
ganized. House  plans  are  made,  taking  into  considera- 
tion conditions  which  will  make  the  home  sanitary,  at- 
tractive and  convenient  with  due  regard  to  expense. 

Household  Management,  wdiich  is  the  course  given  in 
the  fourth  year,  deals  with  the  financial  affairs  of  the 
household.  Each  girl  prepares  for  herself  assumed  bud- 
gets at  diiferent  salaries  taking  into  consideration  the 
environment  and  occupation   of   the  wage-earner. 

Quite  a  few  members  of  the  Junior  High,  as  well  as  a 
few  members  of  the  Senior  High,  are  very  much  inter- 
ested in  basketry  classes  which  are  held  after  school, 
two  afternoons  a  week.  Although  this  is  entirely  out- 
side of  the  regular  school  work,  the  pupils  take  a  great 
deal  of  interest  in  the  making  of  attractive  and  useful 
reed  articles.  They  have  made  already  several  baskets, 
coaster  tra}S,  serving  trays,  and  bud  vases.

I  hereby  submit  my  second  annual  report  as  Superin- 
tendent of  Schools.  It  is  a  report  of  encouraging  prog- 
ress and  satisfying  progress  on  the  part  of  teachers  and 
pupils. 

The  plan  of  organization  and  supervision  entered  upon 
early  in  the  school  year  of  1921-22  has  been  carried 
through  with  gratifying  results.  The  periodic  use  of 
standardized  tests  in  all  the  schools  has  made  it  possible 
for  the  su])erintendent  to  keep  in  close  personal  touch, 
not  only  with  the  work  of  the  teachers,  but  with  the 
work  of  each  individual  i)upil.  It  has  enabled  liini  to 
locate,  definitely,  the  specific  weaknesses  of  pupils, 
classes,  and  teachers,  and  to  discuss,  intelligently,  with 
teachers  as  to  how  best  to  go  about  it  to  improve  un- 
desiral)le  conditions  wherever  they  might  exist.  After 
locating,  (lelinitcly.  the  weak  points  of  i)Upils  or  \\  hole 
classes  by  use  of  tlic  tests,  teachers  haxe  been  enabled 
to  concentrate  their  teaching  efforts  where  they  would 
do  the  most  go(»(l.  'i1ie  interest  of  the  pupils  themselves 
in  the  test  results  has  led  to  a  much  greater  degree  of 
spontaneous  effort  than  is  fotnid  among  the  ])npils  of 
most  scliools  wherein  the  tests  are  not  used. 

The  result  has  been  rapid  progress  in  the  efficiency  of 
school  work.     Last  year  the  Hinsdale  schools  were  re- 
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ported,  in  spite  of  the  splendid  financial  support  of  the 
citizens  for  years  past,  to  be  from  one-half  to  one  and 
a  half  grades  below  the  average  for  the  nation.  At 
present,  they  average  less  than  a  half  year  below  with 
continued  efforts  bidding  fair  to  place  them,  by  the  first 
of  June,  well  up  to  national  standards.  Then  the  schools 
of  Hinsdale  will  be  on  a  par  with  the  best  schools  of  the 
country  so  far  as  actual  achivement  in  school  work  is 
concerned.  The  interested  efforts  and  willing  coopera- 
tion of  the  teachers  in  bringing  about  these  results  de- 
serve our  highest  praise. 

The  elementary  teachers  in  the  village  are  the  same 
as  last  year  with  the  exception  of  Miss  Mildred  Pear- 
son who  succeeded  Mrs.  Smith  as  teacher  of  the  fifth 
grade.  Miss  Stearns  teaches  the  sixth  grade  instead  of 
the  seventh  and  eighth,  which  are  now  included  in  the 
High  School. 

The  High  School  teaching  force  is  entirely  new  and, 
under  the  able  leadership  of  Headmaster  W.  G.  Bodine, 
is  fast  developing  an  efficient  Junior-Senior  H.  S.  or- 
ganization. A  few  words  about  the  new  H.  S.  plan 
mav  not  seem  amiss  to  citizens  unfamiliar  with  the  form 
and  purpose  of  modern  high  school  organization.  Last 
fall    the    Hinsdale    school    system    was    reorganized    on 

what  is  known  as  the  six-six  plan ;  that  is,  six  years  of 

elementary  school  and  six  years  of  high  school.     Under 
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this  ])lan  the  H.  S.  begins  with  tlic  seventli  grade.  Of 
the  many  advantages  claimed  for  this  type  of  organiza- 
tion, the  two  outstanding  ones  are  :  first,  the  bridging 
of  the  gaj)  l)etween  elementary  and  high  school  subjects 
and  methods  of  teaching:  second,  the  greater  efficiency 
of  departmentalized  teaching.  Under  the  older  form 
of  organization,  the  sudden  change  from  the  elementary 
school  subjects  and  methods  of  teaching,  together  with 
the  mucli  greater  degree  of  independent  effort  and  self 
reliance  required  of  H.  S.  pupils,  brought  about  the  dis- 
couragement and  failure  of  many  first  year  pupils.  The 
newer  type  of  organization  eliminates  this  danger  by 
gradually  introducing  the  pupils  to  high  school  sub- 
jects and  methods  in  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades 
under  the  suijcrvision  of  speciall\'  trained  Junior  H.  S. 
teachers. 

l>y  departmentalized  teaching  we  mean  teaching  so 
organized  tliat  each  teacher  handles  only  one  subject 
or  a  small  grouj)  of  closely  related  subjects.  That  is, 
one  teacher  teaches  all  the  English,  another  all  the  sci- 
ence, another  all  the  mathematics,  and  so  on.  Under 
the  old  system  one  teacher  taught  all  the  subjects  in 
her  grade.  No  one  can  be  an  expert  in  everything.  Con- 
sequently the  subjects  in  which  the  teacher  was  most 
interested  were  apt  to  be  overemphasized  to  the  neglect 
of   others  just   as   important    but    in    which    the    teacher 
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was  not  particularly  interested.  Under  the  new  plan 
each  teacher  is  a  specialist  teaching  the  things  she  likes 
best  and  can  teach  best.  The  possibilities  of  increased 
teaching  efficiency  in  such  a  system  should  be  plainly 
obvious.  Another  advantage  is  the  fact  that  the  seventh 
and  eighth  grade  pupils  come  in  contact  with  several 
teachers  each  day  and  so  are  not  entirely  under  the  in- 
fluence of  a  single  personality  during  these  character- 
forming  years  of  beginning  adolescence.  Hence  the 
benefits  of  departmentalized  teaching  is  probably  the 
chief  advantage  of  the  six  year  High  School. 

At  present  Hinsdale  is  not  realizing  the  full  advan- 
tages of  this  type  of  organization  because  there  are  not 
teachers  enough  to  make  complete  departmentalization 
possible.  Each  of  the  teachers  has  to  handle  one  or 
more  classes  which  they  are  not  specially  fitted  to  teach. 
Another  teacher  would  enable  us  to  do  the  thing  right. 
With  another  strong  teacher  on  the  staff,  one  who  could 
take  charge  of  the  main  room  part  of  the  time,  the  Head- 
master could  take  over  the  manual  training  department 
and  thus  save  the  expense  of  a  special  manual  training 
teacher  toward  paying  the  salary  of  the  additional  teach- 
er. 

There  is  one  improvement  greatly  needed  at  the  H. 
S.  Building.  The  laboratory  facilities  are  far  from  sat- 
isfactory.   I  venture  to  recommend  that  a  modern,  well- 
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equipped    science    laboratory    be    established. 

For  the  present,  the  High  School  Laboratory  could  be 
rearranged  and  more  equipment  added,  thereby  helping 
this  department.  At  present  only  ten  can  work  at  the 
laboratory  table.  Another  table  is  needed  as  our  classes 
number  at  least  twenty. 

The  rural  schools  are  progressing  finely  in  the  hands 
of  capable  teachers.  Miss  Edme  Levasseur  is  again 
teaching  on  Chestnut  Hill.  Miss  Margaret  Coll  is  teach- 
ing the  Plain  School  and  Miss  Mary  Turner  the  Monu- 
ment School. 

It  is  with  sincerest  thanks  and  appreciation  of  your 
si)lendid  support  of  schools,  teachers  and  superintendent 
that  I  j)resent  this  report  for  your  most  earnest  con- 
sideration.
